The rejection of claims 17, 18 and 20-32 under 35 USC 102(b), outlined in the 
previous Office Action, has been withdrawn. Applicant's arguments have been carefully 
considered and are persuasive. The examiner is now in agreement with applicant that 
WO 94/26704 neither teaches nor suggests the instant method of reducing the craving 
for food, nor can this method be considered necessarily intrinsic to the "treatment of 
obesity" of the cited prior art.
